WASHINGTON, April ll.—Back to “pump-priming’’ 
with public funds—this Is about all the Roose­ 
velt administration- has learned after six months of 
severe depression as to the causes of economic dis­ 
order In America. 
Back, too, to the political idea that “something 
must be done” to get public money Into various dis­ 
tricts in time for the autumn congressional election*. 
Hence, the PWX is to be revived and the WPA is to 
be expanded. 
Final decisions are still In the making, but the 
administration’s desire to throw the budget still 
further out of balance and resume its inflationary 
spending is no longer a secret. 
The new program, to be sure, will eliminate sub­ 
sidies and grants, though tbe making of 50-year 
loans without Interest would mean a substantial 
subsidy from the federal government to states and 
municipalities. “Lending” rather than “spending" 
is what is emphasized, but the flaw in the adminis­ 
tration’s reasoning is that lending to carry out pro­ 
jects which are not themselves productive of revenue 
and which must be added to the taxpayers’ burden 
is not sound economics. 
Temporarily, there would be a spurt. Some heavy 
goods industries might benefit again as in the pssL 
But when tbe “pump-priming” has run its course, ss 
inevitably it must, there will be another business re­ 
cession of serious proportions. Tbe administration 
may shrug Its shoulders and say that the next busi­ 
ness recession will come after the autumn elections,^ 
and there may be some more “pump-priming” t o ^ 
take care of tbe 1940 situation, but eventually this^ * 
process will lead to such dangerous economic con­ 
sequences as to arouse public opinion against that 
sort of national policy. 


WHAT the Roosevelt administration really is do­ 
ing is as old as world history. Monarchs have 
time and again devalued currency or resorted to 
printing presses to issue bonds or money. The public 
debt will have to be increased by the administration 
as more and more bonds are iaaued. Will tbe public 
indefinitely have confidence in the banks when more 
and more bonds are forced into the hands of these 
financial institutions In an enforced exchange of 
bonds for deposits of the public? 
It bas been more or less the tendency to say very 
little about tbls aspect of government financing, but 
silence, on tbe other band, bas contributed to the 
looseness of the whole system of unbalanced bud­ 
gets. Had tbe public long ago Insisted on a more 
prudent policy, alternative policies might now be 
under serious consideration. 
In other words, “pump-priming” takes the mind 
of tbe public away from the administration's fiscal 
blunders and particularly from its refusal to give 
business the encouragement it needs today. Even 
the tax bill just adopted by tbe senate will be fought 
by tbe President and bls allies. The theory of radi­ 
cal reform seems still to be uppermost, irrespective 
of the condition of the country. 
There are differences of opinion already as to 
how much aid can be expected from the “pump-prim­ 
ing” program. Public works are slow to get Into 
action. Municipalities and states have to get author­ 
ity from the cttisens to borrow. Blueprints have to 
be made, and It takes a long time for orders to be 
filled for raw materials before construction can be 
begun. By autumn, however, the effects of tbe 
pump-priming” might begin to be felt. 
Tbe administration bas been hoping that loans JE 
to business would be a contributing factor to a re- > 
covery movement. Tbe RFG has new authority to 
lend, but, while tbe Idea of furnishing capital for 
business by helping banks and private institutions 
to make loans of their own funds on the Insurance 
principle Is sound, the sad truth is that few busi­ 
nessmen care to borrow in the face of the uncer­ 
tainties created by tbe President himself. 
It has been well said by Eleanor Patterson, editor 
of tbe “Washington Herald” that the fear psychol­ 
ogy of the moment is largely fear of Mr. Roosevelt 
and his policies. It might also be added that no 
amount of “pump-priming” or lending la going to 
be of avail if the capitalistic system is going to be 
sabotaged by the administration.

IT DOESN’T TAKE much imagination to realize 
that, when the federal government confiscate* 
virtually one-fifth of the profits of a corporation, as 
proposed by the new tax legislation, the govern­ 
ment is in effect a substantial partner in private 
enterprise. In the case of Individuals, the percent­ 
age is by no means as low as that. Many holders of 
securities ase no possible incentive in a tax situa­ 
tion In which from BO to 80 percent must be given 
to the government. The customary course under 
those circumstances for many men is to buy tax-ex­ 
empt securities and do nothing to build up enter­ 
prise or employ men. There is no way by which 
the government can compel a man or woman to in­ 
vest bis savings in a losing proposition or In one 
which has In It so many more risks of loss than 
gain. 
Pump-priming** is like an opiate. It Is a tempor­ 
ary stimulant, but, when the effects of the infla­ 
tion or intoxication have worn off. the aftermath 
is unhealthy. To print more bonds when the tax- 
paying capacity of the country is not increased i * ^ 
to rely on imaginary reimbursement. Ultimately,^! 
such a course leads to a repudiation of debt and a 
lack of confidence in paper money, something that 
is reflected, as a rule, in higher prices and finally 
in hardships for the middle class. 
In Germany, Inflation produced a dictatorship be­ 
cause conditions were so bad that tbe public wa* 
willing to accept almost any form of order as an 
alternative to communistic chaos. Unless the ad­ 
ministration is willing to give business a chance to 
earn money, the new “pump-priming” will wind up 
some day and there will be a worse depression than 
we have today. This is the time for public opinion 
to manifest Itself against tbe unsound policies of 
the administration. “Lending” for public works bas 
an attractive sound, but it is ths beginning of the 
dreaded ordeal which Mr. Roosevelt himself de­ 
scribed once In a message to congress when be said, 
"too often liberal governments have been wrecked 
on the rocks of loose fiscal policy."

crest, the pastor, Dr. Wright stroke 
on “Christ’s Triumphal Entry.” 
“Jesus, realizing His 
kingdom 
was not of this world, took divine 
courage to dare to be the Son 
of God,” he said. “He refused to 
do what many hoped He would— 
bring back the throne of David 
while 
freeing 
the 
people 
from 
Rome. Riding meekly iuto Jeru­ 
salem He was more than an earth­ 
ly king for He was the son of 
God. 
Glimpses Of His Courage 
“There were glimpses of the 
courage of Jesus all along the 
way of His earthly ministry. 
“He dared as a child of 12 to 
tell his parents that he had to 
reform His father’s business. And 
there comes a 
time 
for 
many 
young men who. to follow their 
dreams, must dare to tell parents 
of their decisions to devote their 
lives to preaching social justice 
and aiding in bringing about the 
peace of mankind. 
“It took courage for Jesus in 
His hometown of Nazareth to en­ 
ter the synagogue, read certain 
prophecies and then declare they 
were that day ‘fulfilled 
in 
t)ie 
people’s eyes.’ Tempted in points 
as are men. He had a courage 
which can not be fully compre­ 
hended. 
“His courage enabled Him to 
stand always for God’s truth, for 
goodness against evil, love against 
hate, the development of one s bet* 
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ter self against bis lower self, the 
principles of God against the prin­ 
ciples of hell.” 
“He did not attem pt to please 
the people, but rather gave to 
them the things which were good 
for them. He saw in terms of cen­ 
turies and not in the immediate 
present. He envisioned the people 
of all the earth and not the Jews 
of His day alone. 
“The masses then as now were 
easily turned. For the moment 
they gave Him the adulation of a 
king, thinking Him the representa­ 
tive of Jehovah whom they would 
make their earthly king. With no 
treasury, no army, no crown, no 
pretense, no throne He entered 
Jerusalem. 
Courage To Cleanse Temple 
“It took courage for Him to 
cleanse the temple. He drove out 
the money changers. He insisted 
that God not Mammon be wor­ 
shipped. He persisted in the way 
He had started at the outset of 
His 
ministry. 
It 
is 
thus 
not 
strange that the hosannas for Him 
died away. 
“Then and now people are in 
dined to ask God to do that which 
men and women with Him might 
themselves do. Even the Church of­ 
ten asks for that which it might do 
itself. There are those of a good 
church who fail to be good sons of 
God in that they do not enter 
with Him to build a better life in 
the world. 
“In the first Palm Sunday wag 
to be seen the confusion of the 
world and its attending bitterness. 
And in these days our faiths are 
tried in a similar world of con­ 
fusion. We need to have the reali­ 
zation that God will lead the way 
out,” he pointed out in conclusion.

Rev. William Savors, pastor of 
the Newell Church of Christ, spoke 
on “The Book of Life” in the first 
sermon of a Holy Week series of 
services Sunday night.

Mosquito’s Breeding Places 


Must Be Destroyed To 


Control Disease 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. 0. 
“THERE is a pretty general but 
mistaken belief that malaria no 
longer exists in this country. It is 
true that it is not aa prevalent as 
in former years, but to say the dis­ 
ease has been completely wiped out 
is a bit too optimistic a batement. 
Malaria thrives where well rec­ 
ognized measures of prevention ».re 
not enforced. 
Since it is trans­ 
mitted by the bite of a mosquito 
known as the “anopheles,” if the 
disease is to be controlled this 
mosquito must be destroyed. 
The anopheles mosquito hreeds 
in 
swampy lands 
and 
stagnant 
waters. 
To guard against malaria 
there must be destruction of these 
breeding places. 
The progress of civilization al­ 
ways brings new problems. Public 
health officials must be alert, even 
to the possible evils of new inven­ 
tions. They have discovered a men­ 
ace in the far-flung journeys of the 
airplane, with the possibility of its 
carrying mosquitos from malaria- 
infested countries. 
This presents 
a modern source of infection and 
one too important to overlook. Pre­ 
cautions are now being taken by 
the health authorities at airports 
where foreign planes land. 
Continued enforcements of tho 
measures to control the breeding 
places of the anopheles mosquito 
are Just as important as ever. 
If 
you live where malaria sometimes 
occurs, it is best to screen your 
house and carefully guard against 
these pests. 
When I was a medical student 
malaria was quite prevalent. 
It 
was not uncommon to see several 
roses of the disease in a ward of 
any large hospital. 
While rarely 
met today, It is important to be 
ever on guard against the disease 


and to detect it as soon as possible. 
The victim of the discase usually 
presents symptoms within two to 
30 days after the bite of the ano­ 
pheles mosquito. 
Chief signs of 
the disease are chill, fever and pro­ 
fuse sweating. 
First, there is the 
chill which is followed by fever, 
perhaps as high as 106 degrees. 
In a severe case the patient may 
actually become delirious. Convul­ 


sions sometimes complicate the 
ture. 
Within an hour or et» j 
the rise of fever the patient sa 
profusely and then the tem] 
ture begins to drop.

By “staggering” your planting, 
you can have a succession of crops.

to Au-
